SPANISH 'FORCES TO RETREAT.

FILIPINOS OBSTREPEROUS. 


The -officials at the War Department 


still decline to make public General 
Otis' telegram of yesterday, but there 
is no doubt that he is meeting; with 
great difficulty in his effort to secure 
che release of the Spanish 
prisoners 


held by the Filipinos. It begins to ap- 
p-ear clearly that a considerable ele- 
ment among 
the 
Filipino 
leaders— 


probably .a majority—are disposed to 
use these unfortunate prisoners as 
basis for negotiations with the United 
States Government, making their re- 
lease condition al upon certain more or 
less Important concessions demanded 
by them. It is not yet a fore-gone con- 
clusion that terms cannot be arranged 
by private conferences in Manila to se- 
cure the release of these men, but the 
United States Government, being now 
pledged by treaty to free them, must 
resort .to other means if peaceful rep- 
resentation's fail. 


General Otis has been instructed on 


this point, and the '!Var Department 
has confidence 
in his experience and 


sound judgment, 
and 
believing that 


from his presen-ce in the Philippines 
he is better capable oJ dealing with 
the situation than the officials here, has 
confined itself to a statement of what 
Is expected to be done towards secur- 
ing prisoners, leaving- it to General Otis 
to devrse the ways and means and car- 
rying: out the plans. 


INSURGENTS TAKE 1LOILO. 


Just 
before noon another dispatch 


came from General Otis that at once 
confirmed the fears of the officials of 
the War Department as to what had 
taken place at Iloilo. It appears that 
the 
American forces had arrived too 


late on the scene, and that the Insurg- 
ents had added to the difficulty of ths 
problem already presented by hoisting 
Lheir flag over the city which they had 
been besieging for months.

The evacuation by the Spaniards of all 


the Philippine ports, as reported by Gfm- 
cral Otis, although doubtless inspired by 
a desire to secrure their safety by con- 
centration, undoubtedly has done mucn 
to complicate the problem already pre- 
senter! to- the War Department o-f extend- 
ing the military jurisdiction of the Unit- 
ed States over the islands. It will now 
be necessary to 
expedite tho original 


plans, and it may be fully expected that: 
within a week Important events will have 
happened in the Philippines. It Is •-•re- 
sumed that General Otis will demand tho 
surrender of Hollo into his haniis, and 
this demand may at once raJse the issue 
between the insurgents and our own Gov- 
ernment of possession of the- Islands. 


The province of Hollo is set down In. the 


offltial directories ad having a population 
nf 472,000, and It Is the second seaport ol 
importance in the Philippine srroup. It u 
located on a river navigable for vessels of 
fifteen feet draug-ht, so that very few or 
JUT gunboats would b<-- available, to assist 
ihe troops In case It should bo necessary 
to take forcible possession ol tho city.
